President To Discuss Business 


Conditions With Lawmak- 


ers This Winter.

Sets New Record from 


Baltimore to Capital

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—-Presi- 


£ent Hoover will discuss the busi- 
ness situation in detail in his mes- 
sage to Congress in December, 
with recommendation that legis- 
lative shackles be removed to en- 
courage business to spread the 
call, "Full steam ahead," it was 
predicted in administration circles. 


With tariff legislation temporar- 


ily shelved, many officials of the 
administration believe 
Congress 


can instill the optimism which will 
hasten business recovery, by its 
action in the short session. 


Mr. Hoover has held frequent 


conferences with financial and in- 
dustrial leaders in ,the last few 
weeks, and is said to be gathering 
elaborate data for use hi prepar- 
ing his message. 


HINTS CHANGE 


The President hinted in bis 


speech to the American Federation 
of Labor that he would 
favor 


changes in the anti-trust laws to 
permit combinations which would 
remove disastrous competition and 
halt overproduction. 


Other j>roposalj^iSKfeich: the-1 


dent may discuss include: 


Legislation to jencourage con- 


servation of oil and halting of ov- 
erproduction 
which cooperation 


has not yet stopped. 


Measures authorizing American 


firms to cooperate in purchasing 
nessary raw materials abroad, to 
insure a steady supply 
at lair 


prices. The President endorsed 
such a bill before he entered the 
White- House. 


Assurance to business that the 


fund of the federal farm board will 
not be used to destroy legitimate 
business, in order to unduly has- 
ten the organization of farmers co- 
operatives. 


Liberalization of the national 


banking lav/s to permit 
further 


branch banking, but under strict 
supervision. 


Hastening of railroad consolida- 


tion legislation, to settle a question 
which has thrown plans of many 
railroads into confusion. 


The administration, it is felt in 


some quarters, may put pressure 
of the Congress in the short ses- 
sion to enact 
measures 
which 


might not be considered, after the 
complexion changes ia the 72nd 
Congress. 


The House will 
remain over- 


whelmingly Republican this win- 
ter, but the administration control 
is likely to be spent when the uew 
Congress begins to function a year 
from December. 


President Hoover has been con- 


sidering the question of continu- 
ance of the S160.000.000 tax reduc- 
tion voted last year.Thus far, it :s 
indicated, the treasury will be un- 
able to recommend its continuance. 


With this situation confronting 


him. the President, it is believed in 
some quarters, may urge limited 
revision of the present tax laws to 
encourage business. Among »Jhe 
proposals made, is repeal of the 
capital gains end losses tax, which 
many business leaders declare its 
a deterrent to expansion activities.

BIG PAYROLL 


Thugs Accost Man Leaving 


Columbus Bank Headed 


. For University. 


COLUMBUS, a, Nov. S.—Two 


armed bandits held up W. H. Beck, 
paymaster of the Bcyajohn & Barr 
Contracting Company here today, 
seized a $5,000 payroll, and es- 
caped. 


The thugs accosted Beck as he i 


was leaving tae City National 
Bank & Trust Company in the 
heart of the downtown business 
district. Beck was just about to 
enter his automobile when on6 of 
the men poked a gun into his back 
and told him to get into the car. 


They compelled him to drive to 


a quiet district on the east side 
where they seized the bags of 
money and forced Beck"'ouF OrHlie 
car. They then drove away. 


The payroll was intended for a 


group of workmen who are con- 
structing the new physical educa- 
tion building at Ohio State univer- 
sity. 


One of the money bags was later 


found empty on an east side street. 


A special posse of sheriffs depu- 


ties and a police radio cruising 
squad immediately started a search 
for the robbers.
